Read of the Month is a pamphlet in our Bratach Dubh Collection and comes from the 1930s, a period of struggle which had three million 
people unemployed, the threat of war and parliamentary politics in disarray, conditions we see across Europe today. But these conditions also 
foster fascism such as Mosely's New Party in 1932 fusing with the BU Fascists. In the 1936 Olympic games, Berlin, used the mechanics of 
ideology to profile the Nazi Party by presenting fascism as respectable, aesthetisizing politics. In protest, 'the People's Olympiad' was 
organised by the Spanish Popular Front (which included the anarchist CNT) set to challenge and undermine this nazi ideology by boycotting 
the IOC choice and timed to conclude 6 days before the start of Berlin. 

However the eve of the opening ceremony in Barcelona saw the start of the Spanish Civil War. In 1930's Britain, the left wing, 
communists, labour and others coexisted as factions. Stronger together groups such as Propaganda, the Socialist League, the Popular Front 
or Society for Socialist Inquiry set up to create a united front challenging fascism and war. Although parliamentary, some proposals to any 
future Labour government included workers control of the transportation and electricity industries and the nationalization of the Bank of 
England. Journals emerged including the Left Review. It was formed in 1934 by communists and kindred spirits, pro-soviet, providing a left 
wing perspective publishing fiction, non-fiction and poetry. It aimed to foster a literature of struggle and promoted the propaganda potential of 
arts and literature useful in mass education for a socialist future. It was active between October 1934 and May 1938. This pamphlet 'Its Up To 
You' from the Brattach Dubh collection, was designed by the Alpha Group around 1937, published by Left Review, 2 Parton Street London. 
Richly illustrated, it demonstrates the attempt to use art in information propaganda. However it is strongly pro soviet/communist promoting the 
need for a united front against war and fascism through the Litvinov Pact created in 1929.
